TAXES INCREASED. 

Copies of a decree promulgated 
early this month by Gen. Calles, in- 
creasing the State tax levy on vacant 
city lots were received here today. 
The taxes are graduated according to 
the value of the property. If these 
taxes are unpaid within six months, 
according to the decree, the State 
government will seize all delinquent 
property and sell it to persons who 
desire to build residences. 

The decree will affect hundreds of 
feces of property in Guaymas and 
ermosillo, owned by adherents of 
the former Diaz and Huerta govern- 
ments. Many of these men, it is said, 
will be unable to pay the tax and

MEXICAN MUST PAY . 
AMERICANS DAMAGES.

NEW YORK, April 10.—A Sheriff's 
jury here today decided that Thomas 
F. Nicholas and Gus G. Ladner, 
American engineers, were entitled to 
recover $35,000 in damages, as well 
as $60,000 which they entrusted to 
Abel Ortes Argumedo, former Gov- 
ernor of Yucatan, Mex, 
keeping, when they were forced a 
year ago to flee from Mexico. 

Argumedo, who also was compelled 
to leave Mexico, refused to return the 
money when they met him later in 
New York, the engineers asserted. 

A judgment for $472,206 in Mexican 
money, or approximately $85,000 in 
American money, was returned here 
against Argumedo in favor of the 
State of Yucatan some time ago. The 
Yucatan authorities claimed this rep- 
resen funds removed by Argumedo 
from the State treasury and brought 
with him to New Recently 
$90,000 was found in a safe-deposit 
box here which had been rented by 
Argumedo.

or miutilate her national life; certainly 
not to interfere with, to use the 
Chancellor’s language, the free er- 
cise of her peaceful endea vors .- 

“As a result of the war, we intend 
to establish the principle that inter- 
national problems must be handled by 
free negotiations on equdl terms be- 
tween free peoples, and this settle- 
ment shall no longer be hampered or 
swayed by the over-mastering dicta- 
tion of a government controlled by a 
military caste. That is what I mean 
by the destruction of the military 
domination of Prussia—nothing more, 
but nothing less.” 

REFERS TO SERBS, 

Referring to the fate of Servia and 
Montenegro following a similar fate 
— 2 by Belgium, the Premier 

“We are in this struggle the cham- 
pions, not only of treaty rights, but 
of the independent states and free de- 
velopment of weaker countries. In 
the circumstances, cynicism: could 
hardly go further than in the Chan- 
eellor’s claim that it is for Germany— 
of all powers—to insist, when peace 
comes, upon ‘giving various races a 
chance for free evolution along the 
lunes of their mother tongue and na- 
tional individuality.” Apparently, this 
principle is to be applied, I suppose, 
on approved Prussian lines both in 
Poland and Belgium.” 

Contending that the Poles have had 
an illuminating experience of the 
German ideas of a free evolution of 
this kind, Mr. Asquith continued: 

“The attempt to Germanize Poland 
has been for the last twenty years at 
once the strenuous purpose and colos- 
sal failure of Prussian domestic 
policy. Nobody knows this better 
than the Chancellor, for he has been 
one of its principal instruments. 

“The wholesale strikes of Polish 
children against the attempts to force 
the employing of the German lan- 
guage; the barbarous floggings in- 
flicted upon them. the arrest and im- 
prisonment of their mothers,” con- 
tinued the Premier, “form a black 
chapter even in the annals of Prussian 
culture. It is with this record that 
the Chancellor sheds tears over the 
fate of what he calls the long sup- 
pressed Flemish race. I wonder what 
the Flemish race itself thinks of the 
prospect the Chancellor opens to it. 

BELGIUM. 

“The Chancellor says that after the 

war there must be a new Belgium, 


which must not be a Franco-English 
vassal, but between whose people and 
the Germans, who burned their 
churches, pillaged their towns, tram- 
pled their liberties, there is to be in 
the future ‘the collaboration of neigh- 
rs.’ 

“My answer is a very simple one. 
The allies desire and are determined to 
see once again the old Belgium. She 
must not be allowed to suffer perma- 
nently from the wanton, wicked in- 
vasion of her freedom, and that which 
been broken down must be re- 
paired and restored.” 

Declaring that he would not waste 
words upon the Chancellor's “lame 
and half-hearted attempt to justify the 
wholesale use of the submarine for 
the destruction of lives and prop- 
erty,” the Premier said: 

“The allies are prepared to justify 
the legality of all the measures they 
have taken as covered by the prin- 
ciples and spirit of international law 
applied to the developments of mod- 
ern war. ese have been carried out 
with the strictest regard to humanity, 
and we are not aware of a single in- 
stance of a neutral life having been 
lost by reason of the allies’ blockade.“ 

Remarking that the German block- 

ade of Great Britain had developed 
long before the British order in coun- 
cil of March, 1915, was shown by the 
sinking of the Dutch steamer Maria 
and the American sailing vessel W. P. 
Frye, and Germany's declaration of a 
submarine blockade of the United 
Kingdom on February 9, 1915, Mr. 
Asquith declared: 
“It was not until March 11 that we 
announced those measures against 
German tribe which the Chancellor 
now suggests were the cause of the 
German submarine policy. I need not 
dwell upon the flagrant violation 
which has attended its execution of 
the elementary rules and practices of 
international law and of the common 
dictates and obligations of humanity. 
Up to this moment, it is being ruth- 
lessly carried out, as well against neu- 
trals as belligerents.” 


SHIP AUCTION INAUGURATED. 


Two Vessels Under Construction are 
Sold in New York. 
(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE] 

NEW YORK, April 10.—Contracts 
for two steamships under construc- 
‘tion in American yards were sold here 
today at public auction on the floor of 
the Maritime Exchange, instituting 
the first ship auction held in the 
United States. One contract calls for 
delivery in August of a motor tank 
ship of 4760 tons, now being built 
at Baltimore, which brought $600,- 
000. The other calls for a freighter 
of 7600 tons, to be built at Seattle, 
Wash., for delivery in July, 1917, 
which brought $600,000. 
A third contract for a tank ship of 
4760 tons, a duplicate of the firat 
named, building at Baltimore for de- 
livery in 1917, was withdrawn after 
being put up because of no buyers. 
Only one bid each for the two ships 
sold was offered. the names of the 
purchasers being withheld. 

It was understood, however, that 
the purchaser of the first whip sold 
was Max Straus, acting for a foreign 
steamship line, and that the second 


was Morris Frankel, acting for the 
Universal Transportation Company.

BUENOS AIRES, April 10.—The 
Pan-American Congress, which has 
been discussing legislation bearing on 
trade and commerce, has adopted the 
following conclusions. First, relative 
to uniformity of regulations govern- 
ing commercial travelers; second, 
favoring the construction of a pan- 
American railway connecting all the 
republics and with other international 


railways; third, prolongation of the 
union with telegraph companies of 
neighboring companies, reduction of 
tolls, and . advocating government 
ownership of the radiograph station. 

The congress also adopted a motion 
by Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo 
recommending the obligatory teaching 
of English, Spanish and Portuguese. 

UMPIRE REACHES PANAMA,

PANAMA, April 10.—Vice-Admiral 
Consas y Palau, the umpire appointed 
by King Alfonso of Spain at the in- 
stance of Panama and the United 
States in connection with the expro- 
priation of Canal Zone lands, ar- 
rived at Panama today. The vice- 
admiral was met at Colon by William 
J. Price, the American Minister, and 
A representative of the Canal Zone 
and of the Panaman government. 

The arrival of the Spanish arbitra- 
tor follows closely that of Commis- 
sioner Bouve, who came here last 
week. 

The sessions of the Jotnt Land Com- 
mission, which have been suspended, 
since the resignation of Levi M. Kagy, 
an American member, last Novem- 
ber, will be resumed soon. 


DRAFTING THE BILL 
FOR A BETTER NAVY. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE] 

WASHINGTON, April 10.—Drafting 
of the 1917 naval appropriation bill 
with which the administration will 
launch its five-year increase pro- 
gramme was undertaken today by the 
appropriations subcommittee of the 
House Naval Committee. 

It was determined at the outset to 
leave the building programme to be 
considered by the full committee. 
Various legislative provisions in the 
bill were discussed and _ tentative 
agreement was reached on a few 
items. The committee decided, how- 
ever, that no statement of its act'on 
should be made public until its re- 
port had been completed. 

The most important question con- 
sidered today related to the duties of 
the chief of operations. While final 
decision was not reached, the commit- 
teemen were inclined to write into 
the law most of the powers conferred 
on the office by departmental reor- 
ganization. 

Secretary Daniels has approved 
that the rank and pay of a full ad- 
miral be provided during the tenure 
of office for any official detailed as 
chief of operations. The law would 
provide that the office rank next to 
Admiral Dewey, the admiral of the 
navy being senior to the three fleet 
admirals. The committee is under- 
stood to have agreed upon this plan. 


RIVERS AND HARBORS 
BILL TO PASS HOUSE. 


[FY A. F. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The 
long debate in the House over the 
annual Rivers and Harbors Appropria- 
tion Bill virtually was completed to- 
day and House leaders expect the 
measure to pass tomorrow. - 

All the items have been approved 
practically as framed in committee 
and only some minor points involving 
methods of survey and contract de- 
talls remain to be threshed out. 

Most of today was occupied with 
discussion of the Mississippi River 
appropriations, which amount to 
$8,000,000, and those for the Missouri, 
aggregating $1,750,000. 

Various unsuccessful efforts were 
made to cut down the totals, Repub- 
licans charging the majority with 
“pork barrel” methods and Chairman 
Sparkman of the Rivers and Harbors 
Committee defending the measure. 
The bill carries a total of about $40,- 
000,000.

for a white person to occupy a resi- 
dence in a negro block. 

The decision is asked to affect all 
cities having similar ordinances. 


TOURING SUFFRAGISTS 
ARRIVE IN CHICAGO.

CHICAGO, April 10.—Women lead- 
ers of the equal suffrage movement 
arrived in Chicago on a special train 
on which they are making a thirty- 
eight-day tour of the equal suffrage 
States.

The tour is being made 
for the purpose of urging women 
voters to demand of their Congress- 
men the enactment of the Susan B.

NEW YORK, April 10.—-The Bra- 
bloch, a Norwegian sailing vessel 
which arrived today from Kolding, 
Denmark, reported escaping from a 
choice of destruction between float- 
ing mines and guns of a British 
cruiser when she was beating through 
the passage between the Orkney Is- 
lands and Scotland. 

When off the coast of Scotland the 
Brabloch encountered winds so heavy 
that she was driven into the Orkney 
passages, which, unknown to her 
captain, are mined and closed to all 
but naval vessels. 

When half-way through a British 
cruiser ordered the ship to lay to. Be- 
ing at the helm of a “wind jammer” 
and a gale blowing, the captain de- 
clined to maneuver in the dangerous 
waters.

UGWELL PETITIONS | 
FOR A NEW TRIAL. 


RIGHTS WERE DENIED. 


— — 


Anonymous Letter Presented De- 
clares Writer Murdered Mrs. Maud 
Kennedy and the Prisoner is In- 
nocent—Numerous Errors Alleged 
as Ground for Another Hearing. 


Attorneys for Percy Tugwell filed R 
motion for a new trial in the Su- 


perior Court, yesterday, alleging many 
errors and faults in the case, and 
laying stress particularly on the fact 
at Judge Houser had excluded 
spectators from the courtroom during 
the greater portion of one session of 
the court. They insisted that their 
client had been denied his constitu- 
tional rights in being deprived of a 
public hearing of the entire case. 
The court: is alleged to have mis- 
directed the jury on matters of law, 
erred frequently during the trial on 
technical points, and otherwise made 
istakes. The representatives of the 
Ifistrict Attorney's office are accused 
of misconduct, preventing a fair trial, 
d members of the jury are charged 
with having visited the scene of the 
killing of Mra. Maud Kennedy with- 
out the sanction of the court. 
The manslaughter verdict is de- 
clared contrary to law and evidence 
iw the case and absolutely wrong. Con- 
siderable, new evidence favoring the 
defense was claimed when Tugwell 
appeared for sentence yesterday morn- 
ing, and to substantiate this declara- 
tion, Attorney H. L. Giesler intro- 
duced an anonymous letter, apparently 
received by him. This goes on to 
state that: 
“If Jujige Houser had néver con- 
‘victed an innocent man, he is doing 
it now, as Percy Tugwell is not the 
murderer of Mrs. Kennedy. I am the 
murderer. I was in your courtroom 
four times, and I guess I better beat 
it now. Come and get the real mur- 
derer but you wil] never get me as 
I am heavy armed. 
“THE MURDERER.” 
The letter was turned over to the 
District Attorney's office for investi- 
gation. Tugwell, appearing much bet- 
ter in health than during his trial 
and with traces of the hunted look 
almost entirely gone, was present 
during the motion. So also was Mrs. 
Tugwell, mother of the defendant, 
who was reported at death's door 
during the final days of the case, and 


peared in rejuvenated spirits. 

The sentencing of the prisoner was 
deferred one week, pending decision 
on the application for a new trial.

Fire claimed as fuel yesterday two 
babies, one three months old, another 
eighteen months old, and the former 
may die from her injuries. A small 
brother set her afire. She is the child 
of Mr. and Mrs. Tom Douillard, ‘iv- 
ing on Division street, near the Lark 
Allen Home, Boyle Heights. 

It was wash day and the mother 
was in the backyard stringing soaked 
clothes on a line.

papa did. 

He succeeded. The match flared 
and the triumph so startled the 
youngster, he dropped the taper. It 
ten “amid the filmsy clothes draped 
about the baby. Instantly the gar- 
ments were ablaze. The baby 
screamed and Loule, too. 

Mrs. Douillard came rushing with 
her hands filled with clothes pines. She 
saw her baby in the flaming cradle. 
Snatching it up, she wrapped her 

arms about it, fighting the fire with 


her — tae: 5 and running as she fought 
straight towards the Lark Allen 


Home, two blocks away. 


The fire had burned away the 
scanty hair, nibbled at the tender 
face of the infant, and seared its little 
shoulders and neck. The mother was 
so excitéd she only burst 
through the door of the Home, and 
press the little victim into the hands 
of Miss Mabel Webb, the superintend- 
ent. 

Miss Webb saw the seriousness of 
the child’s condition and she wrapped 
a rug around it, subduing the embers 
that still clung to the baby’s under- 
clothes, biting into the hidden flesh.

produce such unanimous and intense effort 
for the public weal as all the belligerent 
nations have shown in the war, then would 
war become a thing of the past.” 


In the lap of the Delilah of Peace the 


very Samson of nations may be bound in 
withes. Let the blast of war blow in his 
ears and he will spring to his feet un- 
trammeled. There is a condition worse 
than war—“it is that depth of moral degra- 
dation which a nation reaches when it con- 
siders that it has nothing worth fighting 
for.” 

The present European conflict is delug- 
ing a continent with blood and threatens 
to shatter empires before it shall be 
terminated. No man can truthfully state 
fts origin or intelligently predict its ter- 
mination. Viewed as an isolated phenomenon 
ft appears to be a pure scourge—the incar- 
mate wrath of God smiting sinful man. 

“But,” said Samuel Williams many yeaw 
ago of another war, “could we trace events 
to their germinal cause and ultimate re- 
sults, might we not discover that wars are 
normal forces moving along the track of 
progress’ May they not have their ap- 
propriate place and office in the evolution 
of humanity, from the primitive to the per 
fected state?” 

May wars not be looked upon as cura 
tive rather than destructive agencies 
nature heroic method of expelling dis- 
order from the social system’? May they 
not perform the same office for the state 
that the surgeon's knife performs for the 
individual stricken with «a coneuming 
meer? The surgeon's knife is not an in- 
strument of death, but an instrument of 
science; it is guided, not by a cruel, but a 
merciful hand. Its office is not to kill, but 
to coure—not to destroy, but to save. The 
bleed flows, the frame is racked by tor- 
ture, but the.patient is saved.

BE PURSUIT OF VILDA AND WHAT 
IT MEANS TO OUR ARMY. 

Rumors colored with authenticity have 
of late been coming from Washington to 
the effect that the administration may soon 
‘withdraw the United States troops from 
Maico whether or not Villa is captured. 

The Times hopes that the rumors, not- 
withstanding the source from whence they 
come, may be groundiess. The Times 


drawr. until their work 4s done completely 
and comprehensively. 

It means much in many ways for our . 
pedition te succeed exactly according to the 
programme laid down when it was under- 
taken. It would be injurious to our na- 
flomal dignity, to the prestige of our 
diplomacy, to our relations with other na- 
tions, if we were (after perfunctory efforts) 
to abandon a project about which there 
had been so many expressions of in- 
flexible determination on the part of the 
President. If after all the tormenting yeats 
during which the United States has en- 
Gured the harassment of bandits, we un- 
dertake punitive measures and abandon 
them before they are effective, it is scant 
respect that Mexican outlaws, Mexican 
statesmen, or the diplomats of any other 
country will have for our threats or attt- 
tudes of determination. “Villa dead or 
alive” will become a jeer to be flung at the 
heads of all Americans. 

There are indications that Villa will be 
taken if the chase is persisted in. The 
Carranzistas have so far shown themselves 


the Carranzistas are closing in on Villa 
from the south, and seem to be as zealous 
though perhaps not so alert in the chase 
as our own troops. The frightful cruelty 
with which Villa of late has massacred 
Carranzistas when they fell into his hands 
has done much to prevent defection among 
them and has increased their eagerness to 
capture the outlaw. And it is far more 
likely that they, rather than the Amert- 
cans, will eventually capture him if the 
co-operative permit is continued indefi- 
nitely. A number of factors contribute 
to this viewpoint. There are seven or 
eight times as many Carranzistas as Amer- 
icans in the field; they know the country 
better than our troops; and furthermore, 
Villa would probably rather take chances 
in cutting through their cordons than those 
of the Americans. While The Times 
would rejoice as much as anyone to have 
the actual capture of Villa effected by 
American soldiers, nevertheless, the im- 
portant thing is his capture and the ex- 
termination of the Villistas. 

All the bands of outlaws must be broken 
up and practically if not entirely ex- 
terminated. Otherwise there can be no 
peace on the border. It was to restore and 
maintain peace on the border that the 
expedition was sent into Mexico. Any- 
thing other than that result will be futile. 

The expedition is serving a good pur- 
pose in speeding up the efficiency and 
stiffening the morale of the American 
army; and for that reason, too, as long as 
it has a legitimate reason for remaining 
in Mexico, it should stay there. Once its 
work is finished, it should be withdrawn 
and without delays. But while we are as- 
sisting the only recognized government 
of Mexico in the pursuit of a common foe. 
our army should be given the full benefit 
of all the advantages that actual military 
experience provides. 

It is only a punitive expedition, not in 
any way comparable to the shock of war 
that would follow the attack of a first- 
class power. But it has taught us much; 
it has opened valuable opportunities for 
experiments and for testing plans and 
equipment under war conditions. 

Precious little is it that an army learns 
loafing comfortably around posts, taking 
its ease and depending on theories for its 
efficiency. The whole country was aston- 


situation indeed! 


Ba expedition our army has 
learned other things besides that some 
of the guns are unreliable. Our aeroplane 
service has been given a chance to try 
out its equipment, though a pitifully small 
experience it can have at most when com- 
pared to the large aerial fleets of the 
European powers daily engaged in the se- 
verest kind of work. Our signal service, 
commissary department, medical depart- 
ment as well as the men of the line have 
been given hard and practical experience 
that has ehabled them to detect weaknesses 
and suggest desirable improvements. 

Let no one get the idea that our army 
has been inefficient or has bungled. It 
has done wonders under the circumstances; 
and the officers have been unashamed to 
acknowledge that the expedition has 
‘taught them many practical things that 
they didn’t know before. That is a healthy 
sign. As long as they don't pretend that 
they have nothing more to learn, our army 
is improving; and it should be given every 
opportunity for improvement that the pur- 
suit of Villa will provide. In fact, our 
army should be allowed to stay in the field 
until he is caught and his followers ex- 
terminated

THE WARS BOOST TO AVIATION 


Nationa! Editorial Service. 


{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES]

HEN the world takes stock after the 
war the most important advance 
that has been made in the auf 


tion of science to the affairs of men 
be found to be in the changed position of 


aviation. 

When the war began we were still think- 
ing of the aeroplane as a dangerous toy. 
Within a month it was a vital necessity. 
Governments that had been incredulous 
rushed to atone for their incredulity. Rut 
land, for instance, always willing to let 
someone else do the experimenting, always 
a little doubtful of the new, saw in the 

of a searchlight that this new thing had 
come to stay. In a year the future of the 
industry had become firmly established and 
no one there doubts that the return of hu 
manity to normal conditions will have an 
adverse effect upon its commercial expan- 
sion. 


For it has already affected thousands of 
workers who have never been concerned be- 
fore with aviation. Aeroplane factories alone 
cannot keep up with the demand; all sorts 
of trades have been linked up. Mechanics 
have changed their methods to adapt them- 
selves to these new requirements, for with 
the disappearing trades labor must learn to 
y swift advantage of an appearing in- 

stry. 

The aeroplane is such a composite affair, 
it is so literally “assembled,” that its man- 
ufacture concerns many industries. Timber 
growing seems a long way off, but wood 
merchants already look ahead for foar of 
famine in silver spruce, walnut, whitewood, 
ash, poplar, or even teakwood or mahogany. 
Trees are now being planted for the flights 
of the future to insure a supply of these 
special woods that combine strength and 
lightness. New woodworking machines 
have been invented and men trained in their 
use; metal workers are producing special 
kinds of steel cables, wires, tubing, nuts, 
bolts, clip work, sheet-metal tanks for gas- 
oline and oil. Aerial motors have been de- 
veloped to unhoped power and reliability; 
they make an industry in themselves. Ac- 
cessories enlist an army making magnetos, 
carburetors, self-starters, shock absorbers, 
wheels, tires, ball bearings, spark plugs. 
Instruments of peculiar delfeacy must be 
provided: height and speed indicators, revo- 
lution counters, Wireless equipment, cam- 
eras, and those two new wonders, the grro- 
scopic stabilizing device and the drift com- 
pass. The consumption of gasoline and oll 
must be reckoned with. There is a great 
demand for varnishes, paints and glues that 
must meet specialized needs and be devel- 
oped for that purpose. Even architecture 
must taken into account the building of 
aerodromes and hangars. 

This ramification has gone on until all 
over the world men who never saw an 
aeroplane before the war—may never have 
seen one now—are earning wages because 
of aviation. There is not the least chance 
that this influence will be withdrawn with 
peace. Whatever the result of the conflict 
it will be years before any European power 
will sleep with less than one eye open, and 
the aeroplane is the eye of the army. No 
nation that saw anything of this war will 
ever again be caught without enough aero- 
planes. In proportion to results they are 
war's cheapest inst ent, and they serve 
the state as well better in times ~of 


peace. 

This is, of course, the feature that will 
appeal to America. We can never get up 
more than a transitory enthusiasm for sink- 
ing large sums of money in instruments of 
offense or defense alone. Secretary Dan- 
fels’s notion of the navy as a floating un- 
versity, comic as it seemed to Europe, 
really does appeal to a vast number of 
Americans, If it can be shown that gov- 
ernment aeroplanes can be used fur pur- 
poses of peaceful progress, and not merely 
eat their heads off waiting for a war, the 
government will really encourage aviation. 
Already aerial postal service is an estab- 
lished fact; life-saving stations are being 
equipped, and a regularly-appointed forester 
is showing how the seroplane is the. ideal 
“spotter” for forest fires. The work of the 
Aero Club of America in presenting ma- 
chines to militia and naval reserves, and 
the fund raised for this purpose under its 
auspices, is only the beginning of a real 
revival of an industry that to our national 
discredit had been allowed almost to die

War Worker Here. 

Mrs. Harry Dana Lombard of Bev. 
erly Hills has an interesting house 
guest in Mrs. Josephine Morss of 
Paris, whom the Lombards knew 
there just at the time the war began. 
Mrs. Morss, whose father had been 
American Consul-General to France, 
Was living in Paris with her mother 
at the opening of the war, and at 
once went into active service, as so 
many plucky American women did. 
She served as a nurse in the Ameri- 
can Ambulance, the great hospital 
organized after the opening of the 
war, Which is equipped to care for 
600 wounded soldiers at a time. Later 
Mrs. Morss went on the canteen 
trains, which were nothing less than 


strings of box cars attached to the 
trains that went to the front to get 
the wounded. Two women would live 
in one of these cars and make bouil- 
lon and prepare eggs, tea, toast and 
other light food for the poor fellows 
who were on their way to the French 
hospitals, Who, since by the French 
system the wounded are picked up 
last, would otherwise often be with- 
out food for thirty-six hours. 

Mrs. Morss is now devoting her en- 
tire time and thought to providing 
for the war orphans, of whom there 
are 800,000 in France and Belgium. 
Though only here on a vacation, Mrs. 
Morss cannot help talking about her 


project, which is to provide “god- 
fathers” and “godmothers” for these 
little waifs. 


Thursday night at the Beverly 
Hills Hotel Mrs. Moras will talk of 
her experiences in the war zone, and 
also on the subject of the orphans. 
Each month the French War Office 
sends Mrs. Morss photographs taken 
in the trenches and elsewhere along 
the front, and many of these will be 
used with the stereopticon to illus- 
trate her talk.

| Good Cast. 
ETERNAL NIGHTMARE. 


PLAY AT THE MASON REVIVES 
FAMILIAR SPECTERS. 


Henry Ohristeen Warnack. 

It would be hard to say whether 
the audience at the Mason last night 
was the more impressed, oppressed 
or depressed by the performance of 
“The Eternal Magdalene.“ Person- 
ally, I am of the opinion that if that 
was Miss Florence Roberts’s own 
hair which she wore in the longest 
third act I ever sustained, then Miss 
Roberts has exceedingly beautiful 
hair. 

As for the play, it is a patchwork 
with something taken from every bad 
play written on the subject and most 
of the bad plays in the world. Its 


conviction, and has chosen as a Ve- 
hicle the one line of expression with 
which he was totally unfamiliar in 
so far as craftsmanship is concerned.

If there is one touch of originality 
in this very poor play it is in the char- 
acterization of the evangelist who is 
evidently the Rev. William Sunday in 
disgust.

A. question asked Wiltam R. 


Staats in the Union Ou litigation, now 


being heard by Judge Myers, opened 
up an argument yesterday which 
promised to lead to a decision by 
the court which would have had an 
important bearing on the present 


and future interests.of corporations 


in California. The question asked by 
Attorney Andrews was: 

“Did. the fact and circumstance of 
‘the organization and control of the 
‘Wnited Petroleum and the Union 
‘Provident companies over the Union 
“have a beneficial effect upon the 
financial existence and successful op- 
‘eration of the Union Ou Company?” 
A prompt objection was raised 
‘that this was immaterial and after 
the noon recess the question was 
withdrawn. As the Stewart family is 
Wharged with controlling the Union 
Oil through the two holding compa- 
‘mies, and that this is not for the best
